the penitentiary. 


Bailey said the sheriff told him ho 


would follow his advice. 


Banks was not in custody at shorti 


ly after noon however. 


Bailey declared he could find no 


legal authority for the governor to 
interfere in such case with a court 
ora'er. 


Metmwhile n conference was' held 


in the attorney general's office at- 
tended by Banks, Williams and the 
Kaverr.or. trying to straighten out the 
legal snarl. 


Williams left with Banks for the 


penitentiary following the conference 
and it was expected Jie would be re- 
leased under1 a stay of sentence upon 
arrival there.

Banks was convicted df accepting 


deposits in his largest bank, the Amer- 
ican Exchange Trust Company here, 
kpowing it to be insolvent. The man- 
date of the supreme court showing it 
hail upheld his conviction, was sent 
out Friday by the clerk and Banks 
was to have begun his sentence Sat- 
urday. 


Banks was at his home in Fordyce 


Friday, ana declined to make a state- 
ment. It was understood his commit- 
ment papers were not sent to For- 
dyce, officers being informed Banks 
.would appear here Saturday. 


Governor F'arnell said Harry Meek, 


who has handled Banks' appeal in the 
supreme court, had arranged for the 
hearing at which the application for 
pardon will be presented. He said 
Meek and other counsel would be 
present in his office at 10 a. m., and 
that Banks would arrive at tho hear- 
ing an hour later. 


Bunks, 63 years old, was convicted 


in Pulaski circuit court last July. A 
month ago, 1he supreme court upheld 
the conviction, and last Monday it' 
finally disposed of the case by deny- 
ing him a rehearing. The mandate 
therefore was 'held up until the mo- 
tion for rehearing was diposed of. 


The American Exchange Trust com- 


pany closed November 17, 1930. The 
same clay, practically all of the chain 
dominated by Banks, totaling 48 banks, 
closed their doors. Shortly afterward, 
two of the companies he had built up 
over a 30-year-period—the Home Fire 
and Home Accident Insurance com- 
panies—went into receivership. 
The 


third insurance company—the Homo 
Life of Arkansas—was taken over by 
the Central States Life Insurance com- 
pany. 


Neither Governor Parnell nov Meek 


would comment further than to con- 
firm the fact the pardon hearing had 
been arranged.

Adolph Felsenthal, .Cam* 
den merchant, headed an association 
of South Arkansas citizens more than 
a decade ago to persuade the federal 
government to build seven great locks 
'on th^rivir^ejtteiidta4'Klh6>.'1(l*«d< 
navigation from Monro, La., to Cam- 
den.

total of nine 'locks,, of which seven 
were completed 
prior to 1923, at a

Senate With Debenture 


and Equalization Fee 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—The equaliza- 


tion fee and export debenture plan 
returned to the Senate Friday with a 
farm relief youngster—the allotment 
plan. The three went to the Senate 
in a bill approved by its Agriculture 
-cnimiHee and sponsored by the Na- 
tional Farmers' Union, the American 
Farm Bureau Federation and the Na- 
icnal Grange.

•est. with the Farm Board. 


Marketing agreements arc provided 


'or with penalties to prevent increas- 
ed production. The equalization fee 
would be fixed by the board, while 
export debentures, except on corn or 
maize, rice, wheat, cotton and tobacco, 
w,ould be one-half the duty on im- 
ports. The debentures could be de- 
creased if production increased. 


The allotment plan would prorate to 


the individual farmer the portion, he 
could sell in the domestic market, de- 
termined by the ratio his entire pro- 
duction bore to the national produc- 
tion. Domestic needs wgyld be esti- 
mated by the board and the price fix-' 
•"* to equal the cost of production for 
that amount. 
The balance 
could 


viuicr o« held on the farm or sold for 
export as the board willed.

Ferris ac- 
companied officers Friday night to a 
spot in South Hot Springs where, he 
said, Benson had thrown the pocket- 
book. It was recovered, No money 
was in it but it contained Ferris' cards, 
and personal papers. Benson denied' 
that he had thrown away the pocket- 
book, saying that both rings and the 
pockctbook and whatever money it 
contained were turned over to Ferris, 
who promised to sell the rings and 
split the proceeds. Both said they 
did not see Ferris after the robbery 
and got nothing out of the stickup. 


Benson also admitted that he had 


been' in City Court on charges of 
liquor law violations, dynamiting fish, 
criminal assault and drunkenness and 
that lately, when 'unable to get work, 
he gambled.
